pantomime proper, with pantaloon and Harlequin 
and Columbine and clowns. 

A T that time there was a very famous clown, 
Dan Leno, beloved by the profession for his 
kindness to actors in need, as well as by the 
public, and especially by children. I have heard 
boys In the gallery call out questions to tease "Mr. 
Leno,” who would on the Instant make a witty 
"comeback,” calculated to suit the prevailing juve¬ 
nile mind, and send the children into gales of 
laughter. It was the children’s day. The ques¬ 
tioners were privileged. And Dan Leno was a 
genius. His life will be found In the Britannica. 
He helped to give thousands of children a merry 
Christmas. 

One of the most charming features of the pan¬ 
tomime was the fairy dances of a host of children. 
And who were all these light-footed fairies dancing 
so gracefully in intricate evolutions? None but 
the children of our slums, washed and curled and 
beautifully costumed, skilful and dainty after 
weeks of training by clever artists. On account 
of their poverty they could be hired from the 
slum for the fairy roles, as the pay would be a 
godsend. 

And that was how, in the dirt and smell and 
wretchedness of a back street in the slums, one 
could see ragged little girls, with broken shoes 
and without, dancing gracefully to the music of 
the old barrel-organ, the charming dances they 
had learned from the artists of the Christmas 
pantomime. 

A ND that, too, makes one think of the in¬ 
equality of opportunity. If some of those 
children of the slums, many of whom were 
beautiful of face, could have bad the proper op¬ 
portunity, they might have grown up to rival 
some famous performers. We must look forward 
to seeing all God’s children some day having "an 
even break.” Blessed Mary sang before the first 
Christmas about filling the hungry with good 
things and exalting the humble and meek. The 
slum children can rise if they have opportunity. 
A son of a poor peddler in the London slums once 
gained the highest mathematical honors inCam- 
bridge University. 

A LL day and every day we were confronted 
with abject poverty and want. And among 
our friends were poor handicapped men of 
fine intelligence who read and thought and de¬ 
bated about it. One night I was In a crowd get¬ 
ting into a bus in a busy thoroughfare, when a 
poor thin man, seeing me in clerical attire, pushed 
forward to speak. As the bus moved on, his words 
became clear: "There you go, Imposing on the 
public! You don't labor, and I bet you don’t 
starve!” He did not know that we lived on the 
least possible—in my case $400 a year and a 
room—with many poor people to share the income, 
and more to keep us working daily from morning 
till late at night, so that the charge was not just. 
But here was a poor fellow embittered by in¬ 
equality and want, like many others. Some of them 
we were able to help, while some helped us to 
knowledge of conditions. This poor man disap¬ 
peared in the crowd, but he did me some good. 
Some of these men criticized the large salary of 
the Archbishop in Lambeth palace nearby, not 
knowing the facts. The Archbishop lived in a 
national monument which he had to keep up for 
the nation. It was as if he lived in the Hunting- 
ton Library, and had to pay out of his own in¬ 
come the salaries of curators of archives, librari¬ 
ans, secretaries, servants, gardeners, and a private 
chaplain, while having to board and lodge exam¬ 
ination candidates and visiting clergy, and having 
to keep the buildings in repair for the nation. 
Unless bishops with palaces have private means 
they are more likely to be ruined financially than 
gain by their position. 

Of course the general run of poor folks, good 
and bad, but mostly good, were not concerned 
over these questions, but they had a conviction 
expressed in the saying: “It’s the poor that 'elps 
the poor,” and indeed poverty and want generally 
bred a touching consideration for family and rela¬ 
tives and neighbors. Contrary to opinion, their 
greatest fear was to have to accept charity. 

I T was after the miseries of the poor had been 
laid bare by Dickens and Marx and Charles 
Kingsley and Charles Booth and General Booth, 
that at last a great sympathy arose, and many 
of the finest young graduates of Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge, scholars and athletes, sacrificially devoted 
their lives, through the church’s ministry, to the 
cause of the poor, and among them were the ten 
whom I was privileged to join. 

Helping the poor had been the concern of the 
church from the earliest times. And again in the 
ancient cathedrals young men were promising, at 
their ordination, in the old language, "to search 
for all sick, poor and Impotent folk, that they may 
be relieved;" and again bishops were promising "to 
show themselves gentle, and be merciful for 
Christ’s sake to poor and needy people, and to all 
strangers destitute of help.” For centuries the 
church did the relieving. The Archbishop's palace 
was appropriately built among the poor. Now

came from England here with the 
people." 

Yes, I am informed that the 
people originally came from either 
New England or England proper. 
You see Lucky Baldwin roamed 
over this vast acreage and bought 
up the land for about 50 cents an 
acre. He then sold what is now 
Sierra Madre to a man named 
Carter who advertised this spot 
in England and New England re¬ 
spectively as being the finest 
place on earth to live, with won¬ 
drous climate and pure, sweet 
mountain water. So the people 
started to come, like the Bloom¬ 
ers, Humphreys, Dicksons; others 
like Dr. Greslar, from England, 
the Pegglers, Websters, Danniers, 
Copps and others, people of in¬ 
tegrity and background. 

With them they brought along 
many traditions. One, for in¬ 
stance, although it lacked its 
counterpart of a triple-seated 
highland coach, was that of the 
Christmas Carolers. But they had 
a large hay wagon, and this was 
hitched up with horses and the 
young folks of town piled in and 
jogged down the rustic roadways 
singing “Silent Night,” "Jingle 
Bells,” “Hark the Herald Angels 
Sing,” and other Yuletide songs. 
The air was nippy, the sky snap¬ 
ping with cold stars, and “the 
sounds of young voices carried 
for miles in those quiet, peaceful 
days. 

Among other typical English 
traditions was that of a goodwill 
tour with baskets of food for 
those in need. The young people 
usually took these to different 
families at night, rapped on the 
door and simply left the basket.

I believe we still carry on 
benevolent act of letting no Sierra 
Madrean go without on our most 
celebrated day of the year. 

Old Lucky Baldwin used to give 
away turkeys, and on several oc¬ 
casions killed beef so that it was 
not always necessary to send the 
boys out into the brush to hunt 
cotton-tails or along the canyons 
to stalk deer. Many of the men, 
however, did go up into the rocky 
heights in quest of Douglas or 
White fir trees, pine cones and 
holly. Mistletoe could be found 
down in the Oaks, and this was 
hung somewhere in the room so 
that the ugliest might kiss the 
prettiest, or that the opportunist 
might leap with a shout and a 
laugh at some blushing maid. 

Family tables were usually 
filled with many guests. In the 
old days it was not uncommon to 
invite from 10 to 20 people. It 
means a lot of preparation. The 
women were as busy as one can 
imagine with a thousand and one 
things to do. The men carried 
in wood for the old iron stove 
and "went out behind the house 
to chum butter.”
